SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Temptation 17 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the magazine is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine has been given this classification because it presents explicit 
photographs and text dealing with female to female and male to female sexual activity 
with the aim of arousing the reader. The magazine mainly comprises two photostories 
with some commentary. The photographs depict combinations of up to four persons 
(males and females) engaged in sexual activity, which includes fellatio, cunnilingus, 
and vaginal intercourse. The text accompanying the photographs is also sexually 
explicit with the use of offensive and colloquial terms for genitals and sexual acts. 
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The magazine has some demeaning and degrading elements such as a general 
theme of and several references to females constantly wanting sex, an emphasis on 
female sexual attributes, and some coarse language. However, these elements are 
balanced by the overall character of the magazine which is one of mutual participation. 
The Classification Office considers that because of explicit sexual activity and 
degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements, the publication is likely to be 
injurious to the public good unless restricted to an adult audience. 
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
